rendering our members agreeable to the 
inhabitants, to explain to them the views of 

the ſociety, in the manner preſcrib'd by our 

Se where it is ſaid, That the ſociety ought 

as diligently to ſeek the ſalvation of their 
neighbours, as their own z wherefore let them 
with humility diſcharge the meaneſt offices in 
the hoſpitals, frequently viſit the ſick, the poor, 
and priſoners, and readily and indifferently take 
the confeſſions of all, that the novelty of ſuch

III. Let them alſo remember to viſit diſtant 
places, where, having re monſtrated the neceſſi- 
ties of the ſociety, they muſt readily receive the 
moſt inconſiderable alms; which being after- 
1 wards beſtowed on other objects, may edify thoſe 
which are as yet unacquainted with our ſociety, 
A and ſtir them up to a greater liberality to us. 


IV. Let all ſeem as though they breathed the 

fame ſpirit, and conſequently learn the ſame ex- 
8 terior behaviour, that by ſuch an uniformity 
4 in ſo great a diverſity of men, all may be 
e dified: but if any obſtinately perſiſt in a con- 
trary deportment, let them be diſmiſs'd, as noxious 
perfons. 


1 V. At their firſt ſettlement, let our mem- 
bers be cautious of purchaſing lands; but if 
they happen to buy ſuch as are well ſituated, 
let this be done in the name of ſome diſcreet 
and faithful friend: and that our poverty may 
bave the more colourable gloſs of reality, let 
the purchaſes, adjacent to the places wherein. 
our colleges are founded, be aſſigned by the 
Provincial to colleges at a diſtance; by which

means, it will be impoſſible that princes and 
magiſtrates can ever attain a certain know- 
ledge of the revenues of the ſociety. 

VI. Let no places be pitch'd upon for found- 
ing a college, but opulent cities; the end of 
the ſociety being the imitation of our bleſſed 
Saviour, who made his principal reſidence in the 
Metropolis of Fudea, and only tranſiently viſited 
the leſs remarkable places. 

VII, We muſt always get as much money 
as we can from widows, by laying open our 
extreme neceſſities to them. 

VIII. Let none but the provincial in every 

province be fully appriſed of the real value of 
our revenues; and let what is contain'd. in the 
4 treaſury of Rome be be always kept as an in- 
i violable ſecret. 
XX. Let it be preach'd, and every where pub- 
lifh'd in diſcourſe, that they come only to inſtruct 
youth, and for the good and welfare of the 
inhabitants; that they do all this without the. 
leaft view of reward, or reſpect of perſons, and 
that they are not an incumbrance upon the 
people, as other e orders are.

. Where muſt by all means be ſo managed, that 

we may have their ear, and that will eaſily ſecure 
their hearts: by which way of proceeding, all per- 
ſons will become our creatures, and no one will 


dare to give the ſociety the leaſt diſquiet or op- 


poſition. 


II. That eccleſiaſtical perſons gain a great foot- 


ing in the favour of princes and noblemen, by 


winking at their vices, and putting a favourable 


conſtruction on whatever they do amiſs, experi- 
ence convinces; and this we may obſerve in the 
caſe of inceſtuous marriages, and ſuch like matters. 
It muſt be our buſineſs to encourage thoſe whoſe 
inclination lies this way, by leading them up in 


hopes, that thro* our aſſiſtance they may eaſily 
obtain a diſpenſation from the pope, which no 
doubt he'll readily grant, if proper reaſons be 


urged by us, parallel caſes produced, and opini- 
ons quoted which countenance ſuch actions, 
when the common good of mankind, and the 


greater advancement of God's glory (which are 
the only end and deſign of the ſociety) are pre- 


tended to be the ſole motives to them.

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III. The fame muſt be obſerved, when the 


prince happens to engage in any enterprize, 


which is not equally approv'd by all his nobi- 
lity; for in ſuch caſes, he muſt be egg'd on 
and excited; whilſt they, on the other hand, 


muſt be diſſuaded from oppoſing him, and 
advis'd to acquieſce in all his propoſals: But 
this muſt be done ay in generals, always a- 


voiding particulars ; leſt, upon the ill ſucceſs of 


the affair, the miſcarriage be thrown upon the 
ſociety. And ſhou'd ever the action be call'd 
in queſtion, care . muſt be taken to have in- 


ſtructions always ready, plainly forbidding it; 
and theſe alſo muſt be back'd with the autho- 


riy of ſome ſenior members, who, being 


wholly ignorant of the matter, muſt atreſt 
upon oath, that ſuch groundleſs inſinuations 
are a malicious and baſe imputation on the ſociety. 

IV. *Twill allo very much further us in 


gaining the favour of princes, if our mem- 
bers artfully worm themſelves, by the inte- 
reſt of others, into honourable ambaſſies to 
foreign courts in their behalf; but eſpecially 
to the pope and great monarchs ; for by ſuch 
opportunities, they will be in a capacity both 


to recommend themſelves and the Society. 


To this end therefore, let none but thorough 
_ zealots ſor our intereſt, and perſons well verſed 


in the ſchemes and inſtitution of the ſociety, be 


- ever pitch'd upon for ſuch purpoſes. 


V. Above all, due care muſt be taken to 


curry favour with the minions and domeſticks 
of princes and noblemen ; whom by ſmall 
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tionibus principum & nagnalum inſtruant, fic 
facile illis ſocietas ſeſe accommodabit.

' princes, the houſes of Auflria and Bourbon, 


Poland and other kingdoms, experience ſhews. 
Wherefore let ſuch matches be with prudence 


_ propos'd, whoſe parents are our friends, and 


firmly attached to our intereſts, TD 
VII. Princeſſes and ladies of quality are eaſily 
to be gained by the influence of the women of 
their bed chamber; for which reaſon, we muſt by 
all means pay a particular addreſs to theſe, for 
hereby there will be no ſecrets in the family, 
but what we ſhall have fully diſclos'd to us. 
VIII. In directing the conſciences of. great 
men, it muſt be obſerv'd, that our confeſſors 
are to follow the opinion of thoſe who allow 
the greater latitude, in oppoſition to that of 


other religious orders; that, their penitents 


being allured with the proſpect of ſuch free- 


; dom, may readily relinquiſh them, and wholly 


depend upon our direction and counſel. 8 
IX. Princes, prelates, and all others who 
are capable of being ſignally ſervicebale to 
the order, muſt be favour'd ſo far as to be 
made partakers of all the merits of the ſoci- 
ety, after a proper information of the high 
importance of fo great a privilege. _

X. Let theſe notions be cautiouſly and with 


cunning inſtill'd into the people, that this ſociety. 
is entruſted with a far greater power of abſolving, 


even in the niceſt caſes ; of diſpenſing with faſts ; 


with paying and demanding of debts; with im- 


pediments of matrimony, and other common 


matters, than any other religious order: which 
inſinuations will be of ſuch conſequence, that 
many of neceſſity muſt have recourſe to us, and 
thereby lay themſelves under the ſtricteſt obliga- 
tions. 

XI. It will de very proper to give invitati- 
ons to ſuch to attend our ſermons and fellou- 
ſhips, to hear our orations, and declamations, 
as alſo to complement them with verſes and 
theſes; to addreſs them in a genteel and com- 
plaiſant manner, and at proper opportunities 
to give them handfome entertainments. 

XII. Let proper methods be us'd to get know- 
ledge of the animoſities that ariſe among great 
men, that we may have a finger in reconciling 
their differences; for by this means, we ſhall 
gradually become acquainted with their friends 
and ſecret affairs, and of neceſſity engage one of 
the parties in our intereſts.. „ 
III. But ſhould diſcovery happen to be 
made, that any perſon ſerves either king or 
prince, who is not well- affected towards our 
ſociety, no ſtone muſt be left unturned by our

faith may be depended on, we may privately 
make uſe of their names, in amaſſing tempo- 
ral goods for the benefit of the ſociety, 
III. They muſt be alſo imployed in calm- 
ing the minds of the meaner ſort of people, and

IV. As to biſhops, prelates, and other ſupe- 
riour eccleſiiſticks, they muſt be importur'd for 
ſuch things only as ſhall appear neceſſary; and 
even for theſe, with a proper regard to the di- 
verſity of our occaſions, and the tendency of 
their inclinations to ſerve us.

V. In ſome places, it will be ſufficient if 
we can prevail with the prelates and curates, 
to caufe thoſe under them only to bear a re- 
verence to our order, and that they themſelves 
will be no hindrance to us in the diſcharge of 
our miniſtry. In others, where the Clergy are 
more predominant, as in Germany, Poland, &c. 
they muſt be addreſs'd with the profoundeſt 
reſpect, that by their and the prince's autho- 
rity, monaſteries, pariſhes, priories, patro- 
nages, foundations of maſſes, and religious 
places may be drawn into our hands; and 
this is no hard matter to be obtain'd, in thoſe 
places where catholicks are intermix'd with 
hereticks and ſchiſmaticks. And for the bet- 
ter effecting this, it will be of great impor- 
tance to remonſtrate to theſe prelates the pro- 
digious advantage and merit there will be in 
changes of this ſort, which can hardly be ex- 
pected from prieſts, ſeculars, and monks. 
Should they be prevaild upon, their zeal muſt 
then be rewarded with publick commendati- 
ons, and the memory of the action tranſmitted 
in writing to lateſt poſterity. 

VI. In proſecution of the ſame end, we muſt 
engage ſuch prelates to make uſe of us both 
for confeſſors and counſellors ; and if they at 
any time aim at higher preferment from the 
ſee of Rome, their pretenſions muſt be back'd 
with . ſuch ſtrong intereſt of our friends in e- 
very place, as we ſhall be almoſt ſure not to 
meet with a diſappointment. 

VII. Due care muſt be alſo taken by ſuch 
of our members who have intercourſe with

X. If ever it happen that prelates or no- 
blemen are employ'd in embaſſies, all cauti- 

on muſt be taken to prevent them from u-

The chief things to be recommended 10 
preachers, and confelſors of noblemen. 


I, ET the members of our ſociety direct 
| Princes and great men in ſuch a man- 
ner, that they may ſeem to have nothing elſe 
in view bur the promotion of God's glory ; 
to be as ſtrictly conſcientious as the princes 
themſelves would have them; for their advice 
muſt not, immediately, but by degrees and in- 
ſenſibly, be brought to interfere in political . 
ſecular dominion. 
Ii. We muſt therefore often inculcate into 
them, that honours and preferments in the | 
ſtate ſhould always be conferr'd according ro 
the rules of juſtice; that God is very much 
offended at princes, when they any ways de- 
rogate from this principle, and are hurry'd: 
away. by the impulſe of their paſſions. In. 
the next place, our members muit with gra- | 
vity proteſt, and in a ſolemn manner athrm, 1 
that the adminiſtration of publick affairs is 
what they wich reluctance interfere in; and | 
that the duty of their office obliges them of- a 
ten to ſpeak ſuch truths as they would other: | 
wiſe omit, When this point is once gain'd, 
care mult be taken to lay before them the ſe.. 
veral virtues perſons ſhould be endow'd with, 
who are to be admitted into publick employs ;. 
not forgetting artfully to recommend to them. 
as are ſincere friends to our order ; but this-

Let the confeſſors and preachers al- 
ways remember, with complaiſance, and a win- 
ning addreſs, to ſooth princes, and never give 
them the leaſt offence in their ſermons or 
private converſations; to diſpoſſeſs their minds 
of all imaginary doubts and fears, and exhort 
them principally to faith, hope, and political:

V. Let them ſeldom or never accept of 
ſcall preſents for their own private uſe, but 


rather recommend the common neceſſities ö 
of the province or college.

I. E muſt not be diſcounged or beat 


proper opportunities, demonſtrably to convince 
princes, and others in authority, who are any 
way attach'd to our intereſt, that our order 
contains the perfection of all others, excepting 
only their cant and outward auſterity of life 


and dreſs; but if another order ſhould claim 


pre-eminence in any particular, that 'tis ours 
which ſhines with the greateſt luſtre in the church 
of God. 

II. Let the defects of other non orders. 
be diligently canvas'd and remark'd, and, after 
full diſcovery, gradually publiſh'd to our faithful 
friends, but always with prudence and a ſeeming 
forrow 3 ; and let it be pretended, that 'tis not in 
their power to acquit themſelves ſo happily as 
we, even in the diſcharge, of thoſe functions 
which are common to us both. 

III. But far greater efforts muſt be made 
apainſt thoſe, who attempt ſetting up ſchools. 
for the education of youth, in places where 
any of our members do the ſame already 
with honour and advantage. And in this caſe, 
princes and magiſtrates muſt be told, that ſuch,

But if thoſe of other orders have procured 
a licenſe from the pope, or obtained recom- 
mendations from cardinals, our members muſt 
oppoſe theſe by the intereſt of princes and no- 
blemen, who may certify his holineſs of the 
merits of our ſociety, and its capacity for the 
peaceful education of youth; and let this be 
corroborated by teſtimonials, from the magiſtrates 
of the place, of our good conduct and go- 
vernment. 
V. In the mean time, let our members be 
mindful to give the publick ſome ſignal in- 

ſtances of their virtue and learning, by directing 
their pupils in ſuch ſtudies, and in the perform- 
ance of ſuch ſcholaſtic exerciſes as are proper 


for gaining the applauſe of the magiſtrates, gen-

In the 
next place, let her frequently communicate, 
and hear her confeſſor; to which ſhe will be 


invited by promiſes of ſome prayers adapted to

IX, It will be proper, every now and then, 
artfully to. propoſe to her ſome match, bur 
ſuch a one to be ſure, as you know ſhe has an 
averſion to; and if it be thought that ſhe has 
a kindneſs for any one, let his vices and failings 
be repreſented to her in a proper light, that ſhe 
may abhor the thoughts of altering her condi- 
tion with any perſon whatſoever. 

X. When therefore *cis.. manifeſt, that ſhe 
is well diſposd to continue a widow, it will

III. If they have made a vow of chaſtiry, let 
them, according to our cuſtom, renew it twice 
a year; and let the day whereon this is done,

J. Ne admit any perſon, if it can well 
be prevented, to his laſt degree, ſo 
long as he ſhall have an expectation of any 
eſtate falling to him, unleſs he has a brother 
in the ſociety who is younger than himſelf, 
or ſome other important reaſons require it; 
but aboye all things, and in every action, the 
encreaſe of the ſociety muſt be regarded, for 
ends known to the ſuperiors; who in this 
point (no doubt) agree that, for the greater 
diſplaying of God's glory, the church fhould 
be reſtored to its antient ſplendor, by the 
perfect harmony of all its clergy. Wherefore 
let ir frequently, in every place, be publiſhed, 
that the ſociety conſiſts partly of profeſſors 
ſo very poor, that, excepting the daily alms 
of the faithful, they are entirely deſtitute of 
the common neceſſaries of life; and partly of 
others, poor indeed, but poſſeſſed of ſome little 
matters, by help whereof they ſubſiſt, being, 
neither for their ſtudies, nor the duties they 
perform, an incumbrance to the people, as o- 
ther mendicants are. Therefore let confeſſors 
of princes, and noblemen, widows and others, 
(from whom our expectations may reaſonably 
be large) with great ſeriouſneſs inculcate this 
notion, that, while we adminiſter to them in 
divine and ſpiritual things they at leaſt ſhould,

II. Let various wiles be uſed to draw pre- 
lates, canons, paſtors, and other rich eccleſi- 
aſticks, to the exerciſe of ſpiritual acts, that 
through their affection for holy things, we may 
gradually gain them to the ſociety; and by that 
means promiſe ourſelves to be in ſome meaſure 
partakers of their liberality.

V. Let the rectors of colleges endeavour to 
procure thorough information, of the houſes, 
gardens, farms, vineyards, villages, and other 
effects, belonging to the principal nobility, mer-

and moſt effectually at. confeſſions, in fami- 
liar converſation, and private diſcourſes.

XV, Let the confeſſors be aſſiduous in vi- 
ſiting the ſick, but eſpecially ſuch as are 
thought to be, in danger ; and that the eccle- 
ſiaſticks and members of other orders may 
be diſcarded with a good pretence, let the 
ſuperiors rake care that when the confeſſor is 
obliged to withdraw, others may ,immediare- 
ly ſueceed, and keep up the ſick perſon in his 
good reſolutions : At this time it may be ad-

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CHAP. X. 
Of the particular rigour of diſcipline in the 
ſociety, 
I. T7 Hoever hath alienated our female de- 


vorees or other friends, from our 
- churches, or frequent converſe with our mem- 
bers: whoever hath withdrawn alms to other 
churches. or orders, themſelves, or perſuaded 


the rich and well-inclined to us, to do it: who- 
ever, at the time of diſpoſal of their own eſtates, 
hath ſhewn a greater affection to their near 


relations, than to the ſociety ; for this is a 
plain demonſtration of an unmortified mind, 


and it behoves , profeſſors to be thoroughly 


mortified : whoever hath converted the alms 
of peniteats, or of other our friends, to the uſe of 
their own neceſſitous kinsfolks : let ſuch be ex- 


pelled, as enemies to the ſociety, of what age or 


condition ſoever they be: yet for this, let ſome 


other pretence be alledg'd. But to prevent their 
making complaint of this uſage, let them not 
be expelled immediately, but firſt be reſtrain- 


ed from hearing confeſſions, be mortified and 
fatigued with exerciſe of the moſt ſervile 
offices ; be obliged to perform ſuch duties, to 
which it is evident they have an utter averſi- 


en; let them be removed from higher ſtudies 
and honourable employs, and be thoroughly 


mortified and publickly cenſured in the chapter, 
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in veſtibus, aliiſque utenſilibus, ea que omnina 
neceſſaria non ſunt, donec ad murmurationem, 
& impatientiam inducantur, & tunc tamquam 
nimis immortificati, & 75 mals exemplo per- 
nic ioſi dimittantur, & ft ratio dimiſfionts paren- 
tibus aui prælatis ecclefie danda fit, dicantur 
non i babuiſe Jpiritum ſocietatis.

pernicious to others, and if the reaſon of their 
expulſion be required by their parents, or the 
prelates of the church, let them be repreſented 
as not having the ſpirit of the ſociety. f 

II. Let ſuch alſo be diſmiſs'd, who make a 
ſcruple of acquiring riches for the ſociety, and 
ſet forth as perſons too ſelf conceited: and if 
they deſire to give an account of their actions 
before the provincials, let them not be heard, 
but preſs'd with the ſtatute, which commands 
implicit obedience from all. 

II. Let us obſerve, from the firſt entrance, 
and even from their tender years, who they are 
that make the greateſt advances in their affection 
for us: and let ſuch as are found to retain a 
love, either for other orders, the poor, or their 
relations, be, by little and little, diſpos'd for diſ- 
miſſion, in the manner above-mention'd, ſince

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CHAP. XI. 


| How our members muſt unanimouſly behave 


towards thoſe who are -expell*d the ſo- 
ciety. 


J. QINCE thoſe that are diſmiſs'd do fre- 
quently very much prejudice the ſociety, 
by divulging ſuch ſecrets as they have been 
privy to; their attempts muſt therefore be 
obviated in the following manner. Let them 
be prevaibd upon, before they are diſiniſſed, 
to give it under their hands, and ſwear that they 
neer will, directly or indirectly, either write or 
ſpeak any thing to the diſadyantage of the order; 
and let the ſuperiors keep an account in writing 
of the evil inclinations, failings and vices, which 
they, according to the cuſtom of the ſociety, 
for diſcharge of their conſcicnces, formerly con- 
fels'd : this, if ever they give us occaſion, ma 
be made ule of by the ſociety, with the nobility 


and prelates, as a very good handle to prevent 
their promotion. 


II. Let it be immediately publiſhed thro? all 
our colleges, that ſuch and ſuch are diſmiſs'd; 
and let the general cauſes of their expulſion (ſuch 
an unmortify'd mind, diſobedience, diſaffection 
for ſpiritual exerciſes, an obſtinate adherence to 
their own opinions, c) be highly aggravated. 


In the next place, let all be advis'd to keep no 


correſpondence with them upon any account 
whatſoever. And if ſtrangers ſhould happen to

which have occaſioned us any ill-will, that cheir 


ejectment may appear to the world with a more 
commendable grace. | 


III. In our domeſtick exhortations, thoſe who 


are expell'd muſt be repreſented as perſons ve- 


ry turbulent, and continually importuning a re- 

admiſſion into the ſociety. And let their ſad 

fate be induſtriouſly aggravated, who, after ex- 
cluſion, have happen d to come to an untimely 
or miſerable end. 

IV. Whatſoever accuſations theſe bring a- 
gainſt us, let them be oppugned by the autho- 
rity of ſome grave members, who. muſt every 
way declare that the ſociety diſmiſſes none bur 
upon very good reaſons, nor ever lops off 
members that are ſound ; this muſt be confirmed 
by the zeal and concern we ſhew for the ſouls of 
all ſtrangers in general: how much greater muſt 
it mne ers be for thoſe who are members - 
our order ? 

V. In the next place, let the ſociety, by 
all manner of obligations, endeavour to prevail 
upon the noblemen and prelates, with whom 


the diſmiſs'd may have any credit or autho- 


rity, to deny them their countenance ; and 


ler -ir be ſhewn thit the common good of 
an order, which is as famous as 'tis uſeful 


to the church, ſhould always be preferr'd 
to the private ee of any particular

world, to our diſpoſal, in ſuch a manner, 
that it may plainly appear to every one, they 
are willing to have their whole dependance 
ON us. | ET: 
VII. Let them (as far as is poſſible) be time- 
ly removed from the exerciſes of the chief 
offices in the church, ſuch as preaching, con- 
feſſing, and publiſhing of books, &c. leſt by 
theſe means they attract the affection and 
_ applauſe of the people. The ſtricteſt enqui- 
ries muſt therefore; be made into their lives, 
manners, and converſations, what they apply 
themſelves to, and their very intentions: to 
which end, matters muſt be fo managed, that 
we may keep up à good correſpondence with 
ſome of the family in which they live; and the 
minute the leaſt trip be diſcovered, or any 
thing deſerving cenſure, let it be induſtriouſly 
ſpread abroad in the world, by ſome of the 
lower rank of people, who are our friends, 
that ſo the noblemen or prelates may be re- 


ſtrained from ſhewing them any farther coun- 


tenance, for fear of the ſcandal it may bring

Let the misfortunes, and unlucky ac- 
cidents which happen to them, be immediately 
publiſh'd; but ſtill beg the prayers of godly 
perſons for them, that they may not think we 
are hurried away by paſſion ; bur, among our 
members, let theſe misfortunes, by all meins, be 
aggravated, that the reſt may be the better 
kept in obedience.

Let it be inculcated, that their being 


choſen for the ſociety, before ſo many of their 


fellow-collegiates,. is a moſt pregnant inſtance of 


divine appointment. 
VII. On other occaſions, but eſpecially in 
exhortations, let them be rerrify'd with denun- 


ciation of eternal puniſhment, unleſs ry N 
of the heavenly invitation. 


VIII. The more earneſtly they deſire ad- 


miſſion into our ſociety, the longer let the 
grant of ſuch favour be deferr'd, provided they 
ſeem ſtedfaſt in their reſolution : B bur if their 
minds appear to be wavering, let all proper me- 
thods be us'd for the immediate fixing of them. 
IX. Let them be ſtrictly cautioned, not 
to make the leaſt diſcovery of their call to 
any intimate friends, nor even ſo much as 
to their parents, before they are admitted: 
that if afterwards any temptation to fell off 
ariſes, boch they and the ſociety will be 
wholly at their liberties; and ſhou'd we get 
the better of ſuch inclinations, "will always 
be a handle, from their paſt irreſolution, to 
ſtir them up to a firmer perſeverance for the 
future, if this happens while they are novitiates, 
or after they have made but ſimple vows. 

X. But ſince the greateſt difficulty occurs in 
drawing in the ſons of noblemen, perſons of 

diſtinétion, and ſenators, whilſt they ate un- 
der the wing of their parents, who endea. 
vour to train chem up to ſucceed in their em-

XI. When they are more advanc'd in age, 
let them be enticed to the performance of 
ſome ſpiritual exerciſes, this method having 
been attended with very good ſucceſs among 
the Germans and Polanders. | 
XII. In trouble and affliction, we muſt ad- 
miniſter comfort to every one according to their 
ſeveral qualities and conditions, by laying be- 
fore them how often riches are a curſe to the 


poſſeſſors, and privately exhort them not to 


contemn the call of-God, the doing which ex- 
poſes the offender to no leſs a penalty than that 
of bee 8 * 

XIII. That parents may more readily con- 
deſcend to their ſons deſires of becoming 
members of our ſociety, it will be highly 
expedient to extol the excellence of its in- 
ſtitution, in compariſon of that of all other 
orders; the ſanctity and learning of our bre- 


thren, the unſpotted character they maintain 


among all, and the univerſal honour and ap- 
Flauſe they meet with every where, from per- 
ſons of all qualities and degrees. Let an e- 
numeration be made of the princes and no- 
blemen, who, to the great comfort of their 
ſouls, liv'd in this ſociety of Jeſus, and are 


dead, and yer 1 ug us ſhew that no- 


thing 
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ſervationem, nihil aliud quod valde mole gun 
it, continet, & quod valle ſpectandum eft nul.

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thing is more pleaſing to God, than that 
young men ſhou'd devote themſelves entirely 
to him, eſpecially as companions in the ſocie- 
ty of his Son; and that it is one of the gfeat- 
eſt felicities, for a man, from his youth, to 
bear the yoke of the Lord: but if any diffi- 
culties be ſtarted, by reaſon of the tenderneſs 
of their age, let the eaſineſs of our inſtitution 
be explained, which contains nothing in ir 
very difficult to be obſerved, excepr the keep- 
ing of the three vows; and (which is very re- 
markable) that not any rule obliges ſo far, that 
the breach of it amounts even to a venial fin.

I. DEſides the caſes mention'd in our ſtatutes, 


in which the ſuperior only, or the ordi- 


nary confeſſor, by his authority, has power to 
abſolye ; there are others, namely, ſodomy, effe- 


miaacy, fornication, adultery, uncleanneſs, un- 


ſeemly commerce with man or woman; the 


commiſſion alſo of any heinous offence againſt 
the ſociety, its honour or intereſt, whether thro? 
zeal or otherwiſe ; all which alſo are juſt cauſes 
of expulſion. 


II. But if any one facramentally confeſ. 


ſes ſins of this kind, *till. promiſe be made, 


out of confeſſion to diſcover them to the ſu- 
perior, either by himſelf, or by his confeſſor, 


let not abſolution be given him; and then 


let the ſuperior take ſuch reſolutions as ſhall 


tend moſt to, the common good of the ſocie- 
ty : But if there be hopes of ſmothering the 


crime, let it then be puniſh'd with an adequate 


penance ; but if not, let him, as ſoon as poſſible, 


be expell'd: let the confeſſor however be al- 
ways very cautious, not to inform the penitent 


that he is in danger of expulſion. 


III. If it come to the ear of any of our 
confeſſors, that a ſtrange woman has had to 
do with a member of the ſociety; let her 


not be abſoly'd before ſhe has diſcover'd his

tain d; and the other expelld: but let him that 
ſtays with us be ſo mortified and ill uſed, that 


he may give cauſe for his expulſion, which muſt 
immediately be laid hold on. 


V. As the ſociety is a body, both noble 


and excellent in the church, it has authority 


to lop off ſuch members, who, tho' at their 


entrance they might ſeem fir for our purpoſe, 


ſhould afterwards prove unqualified for exe- 
cution of our deſigns. To effect this, a 


method may eaſily be found, to wit, by 
continually uſing them hardly, and doing every 
thing contrary to their inclinations ; by ſub- 
jecting them to ſevere ſuperiors; and by 
forcing them from the more honourable ſtudies 
and functions, till they begin to murmur, 

VI. Nor let ſuch by any means be retain'd, 
as either openly oppoſe their ſuperiors, or, 
in publick or private, make complaints a- 
gainſt them, to their fellow- members, but e- 
ſpecially to ſtrangers; nor ſuch as condemn, 
to their aſſociates or ſtrangers, the conduct 


of the ſociety in the amaſſing or manage- 


ment of temporal goods, nor any other of our 


methods of proceeding: as for inſtance, our

VIII. If any of our order has certain ex- 
pectations of a biſhoprick, or other eccleſi- 
aſtical preferment, let him, beſides the uſual 
vows of the ſociety, be obliged to make an- 
other; namely, That he will alu ays enter- 
tain a favourable opinion, and on all occaſi- 
ons ſpeak honourably of us; that he will 
have no confeſſor, but one of our members; 
nor determine, in any affair of moment, with- 
out firſt conſulting the judgment of the ſocie- 
ty: for non-obſervance of which by cardi-

ry cautious of offending nuns, or of 
leading them into any the leaſt temptation 
contrary to their calling; but, on the other 
hand, having gain'd the affection of the gover- 
neſſes, let them manage ſo as at leaſt to take 
their extraordinary confeſſions, - and preach to 
them, if they find them make grateful returns; 


for perſons deſcended from noble families, 


eſpecially rich abbeſſes, are capable of being 
very ſerviceable to us, either thro' their own, 
or the intereſt” of their parents and friends ; 


ſo that by the aſſiſtance of the principal mona- 
ſteries, the ſociety may by degrees get an ac- 


uaintance, «nd work themſelves into the friend-

I. Yet, on the other ſide, let our female de- 
votees be forbid to frequent nunneries, leſt they

V. Nor will it contribute a little to our ad- 
vantage, if, with caution and ſecrecy, we fo- 
ment and heighten the animoſities that ariſe 
among princes and great men, even to ſuch a 
degree, that they may weaken each other. But 
if there appear any likelihood of reconcilia- 
tion, then as ſoon as poſſible let us endeavour 
to be the mediators, leſt others prevent 


VI. The nobility and populace muſt, by all 


methods, be perſuaded into a belief, that the 


5 ſociety was inſtituted by the particular direction 


of divine providence, according to the pro- 
phecies of the abbot Joachim, that by this 
means, the church, tho depreſs'd by the at- 
tempts of heretics, may be exalted. 


VII. The favour of the nobility and ſuperior 
.clergy once got, our next aim muſt be to 


draw all cures and cannonſhips into our poſ- 
ſeſſion, for the more complete reformation of 


the clergy, who heretofore liv'd under the cer- 
tain regulation of their biſhops, and made 
conſiderable adyances towards perfection. 


And laſtly, let us aſpire to abbies, and bi-

But if our hopes in this ſhould be 
blaſted, and ſince offences of neceſſity will 
come, our political ſchemes muſt be cunning- 
ly varied; and princes, our intimates, whom 
. wecan influence to follow our councils, muſt be 
puſhed on to embroil themſelves in vigorous 
wars one with another, to the end, our ſociety 
(as promoters of the univerſal good of the 
world) may, on all hands, be ſollicited to con- 


tribute its aſſiſtance, and always employ'd in 


being mediators of publick diſſenſions: by this 


means the chief benefices and preferments in 


the church, will, of courſe, be given us by ; 
way of compenſation for our ſervices.
